ONDON, February 23.—‘‘Jabez Bal- 
four will see you tomorrow morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock.” 

Had the note informed me that some 
member of the royal family was going 
to grant me an audience, I should hav- 
received the intelligence with less in- 
terest. lor Jabez Balfour has often 
been describéd as a prince—a ‘‘prince 
of swindlers.” Scarcely since the burst- 
ing of the South sea bubble have there 
been financial schemes 80 widely ruin- 
ous to confiding investors as his com- 
panies. The losers through their col- 
lapse in 1892 were literally to be num- 
bered by thousands. They were large- 
ly the very people who could least af- 
ford to jose—widows and orphans and 
aged people of small means 

Before the smash came the name of 
Jabez Balfour was an honored one. He 
was a member of the house of com- 
Inons, one of the most enthusiastic fol- 
lowers of Gladstone, one of the staunch- 
est champions of home rule and one 
of the sternest reprovers of the house 
© flords for its plutocracy and for its 
contempt for the common people. Tried 
before a jury of his peers, he was 
found guilty on two counts—issuing 
false balance sheets and diverting to 
his own use money entrusted to him 
for investment. For each he received 
the maximum sentence—seven years’ 
penal servitude. He disappeared from 
public view amid a storm of execration.

Mr. Roosevelt is a little harsh in dealing with those who disagree with 
‘some of the administration’s policies, We believe he underestimates the 
healthy value of honest criticism, when he describes it as rising purely from 
the viewpoint of the doctrinaire. And when he charges these dissenters with 
_impracticability and with lacking instructive power, he should remember 
‘that they have had little or no opportufity to clothe their convictions with 
‘execution. 
His summary of what the nation has accomplished and is accomplish- 
‘ing in the way of curbing syndicated wealth and corporate abuses, and in 
‘other directions {s admirably put. It is not necessary that one entirely agree 
to concede that the president is thor- 
oughly in earnest. And he who, from a sectional or partisan standpoint, 
seeks to minimize Mr. Roosevelt's dominant activity in the results, has failed 
to appreciate the national breadth of the man and the fact that narrowness 
and prejudice should have no part in the homogeneous destiny of America. 

Mr. Roosevelt's expressions regarding states’ rights and centralization 
offer nothing new from him on that subject. It is true that the federal gov- 
ernment is the only power, in many instances, fit to cope with national 
abuses. But as The Constitution has maintained, when the federal govern- 
ment interferes with state prerogatives, as is proposed in the Beveridge 
child-labor bill, the consequences may be confusing, even dangerous, and 
the wisdom of its action questionable. He is a little vague in his association 
of states’ rights with the importation of contract labor, The reference may 
be solely to the present negotiations touching the San Francisco-Japanese 
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situation. 

We cannot conceive that the president would take a stand inimical to 
Secretary Straus’ ruling on the subject of immigration. He is too familiar 
with the national need of immigration, and our lack of resources in attract- 


ing it, to assume such an attitude.

LENT AND THE LAYMAN. 


, America, at the apex of prosperity, its large and small fortunes mul- 
tiplying with a rapidity that is new in history, the most obscure private 


in the army of toil sharing a proportionate welfaré with the captain of | 
industry, progress itself forced to mark time because of the very intensity | 
of our material accomplishment—is today in greater need of the sobering, 


spiritualizing influences of religion than since that far-off day when a coterie 
lof grave and thoughtful men gathered in Philadelphia and signed the docu- 
ment which attested the birth of a new nation. 

Then, lest the glitter of gold and the rainbow of promise that points 
more surely to a greater future, blind our eyes to things higher and more 
lasting, let us remember that—it is Lent, 

It is the season that the Christian church everywhere recognizes as 
the one wherein the God-man, the only perfect type that appears in the writ- 
ten or unwritten tale of civilization, abandoned the haunts of humanity and 
went away into the desert where, for forty days and nights, He further 
spiritualized an already spotiess soul and dwelt closely with the Father in 
preparation for the ordeal that has given to mankind the one definite Hope 
of the ages. 

Lent is, then, essentially a period for purification and the sort of self- 
analysis which, while not morbid, teaches us the beauty and the value and 
the duty of sacrifice. To that end, churches here and there decree a more 
or less rigid observance involving self-denial in those indulgenses wherewith 


are excellent virtues, and one cannot emerge from a period of observance 
of them without being a better man or woman, physically, spiritually, morally. 

It is not imperative, however, that the man or woman who observes 
the meaning of Lent be a devotee of any specific creed. It is better so, 
lof course, since denomination and its teachings form a bed-rock upon which 
is builded faith, character and systematic cleanly living. But the man and 
woman with a conscience and a perception that stretches beyond things that 
are perishable can, during this season, gain infinitely in peace of mind and 
in that charity toward all which fs the unnamed basis of all creeds, by re- 
solving that during the weeks which separate us from Easter, they will 
live less selfishly, more for the good and the pleasure of others, and that 
they will tame vicious impulses, whether large or little, whether of word 
or deed or thought itself. 

Of timely interest to the people of Atlanta in this connection, and as 
showing the non-denominational recognition of the lessons Lent instills, are 
the midday services being held each week-day in the Y. M. C. A. building. 
Tomorrow Dr. M, L. Troutman will address the meeting, on Tuesday Dr. W. 
W. Landrum will have charge of the daily topic, and other plans are mak- 
ing looking toward the cooperation of each denomination in the city. 

The Constitution believes that the vast majority of employers will be 
glad to release a percentage of their employees, say every other day, so that 
during the session all may enjoy the moral and spiritual benefits growing 
out of this brief interval Of prayer and praise, set like an oasis of spirituality 
in the hurly-burly of the day’s work. |

teach the busied layman the true meaning of a consecrated season.

No Violation of Contract Labor Law. 


“Mr. President, if that is done, the pos- 
sibility of immigration is gone, and |] 
Want to say right here that the senator 
from Massachusetts (Mr. Lodge) argues 
as to the evils of contract labor, and 
charges that this siving opportunity 
for contract . labor. The statement of 
the. Secretary of commence and labor is
